Applicants maintain the Restriction Requirement is not proper in that the fiall scope of 
all claims was examined earlier and no evidence has been presented showing that it would an 
undue burden to continue the examination of the full scope of the claims. Furthermore, the 
requirement restricts subject matter within a single claim, which is not proper, particularly 
since claim 1 defines a proper Markush group comprised of ureas having common structural 
features and a common activity (e.g., p38 inhibition).
